519,352 Bushels Sold So Far 


Owing to the very mild weather of the past few 
weeks grain has been eoming in very slowly to Gleichen 
and for this reason the CALL reporter thought it better to 
let the reports go until he had semething to report. When 
he started in yesterday morning to put his figures together 


he was eomewhat surprised to learn that he had 47,070 


bushels to report and he was more than pleased that the 
t otal shipments since last harvest delivered in Gleichen 
had passec the half-million mark by more than’ nineteen 
thousand bushels. On top of this he learned from elevator 


men and others. who are interested in keepiug 


records of 


the grain in this district, that there is still at least ~25 per 


cent of the wheat to come in, 


60 per cent of the oats, 6 per 


cent of the flax, but no one seemed ready to give an esti- 
mate of the barley. On the whole the opinion seems to be 
that there is still between 25 te 30 per cent of all grains to 
come in. This is for Gleichen only and does not include 
the Namaka or Cluny shipments. 

From Namaka the latest reports are that about 200 
cars have been shipped and at Oluny 247 cars, but our cor- 
respondents have not supplied the exact number of bush- 
ely, yet it is safe to state they will average fully 1,200 


bushels to the car.

will sail from Esquimault B.C., the, 
latter part of May or carly in June. | 
on the 247 ton steam whaler Karluck | 
barkentine rigged, purchased for the 
expedition by the Canadinn Govern 
ment.

Franc!sco harbor; durng the nex 
ten days she will he overhauled an?’

land) The party left Tasmania in 1911 
accompanied by a large body of se! 
tifle men, to explore thoroughly the 
regions around the sou meri wagneuy 
pole. 

Lieutenant B. BE. §. Ninnis, of the 
famous Royal Fusiliers regiment, was 
a friend of Captain Lawrence Oates, of 
Inniskilling Dragoons, who perished 
while returning from the South Pole 
with Captain Seotr, 

Dr. Merz, a prominent scientist an® 
sportsman, was the ski jumping cham- 
pion of Switzerland in 1908, 

Liewtenant Ninnis was the expert of 
the expedition on surveying and sl dg- 
ing, 

The wireless messages hitherto re- 
celved from the Aurora do not state 
the cause of his death or that of Dr. 
Merz. . 

The expedition started out with the 
intention of exploring and naming the 
‘unknown lands of the Antarctic and| 
making numerous observations around 
the magnetic pole.

See Him 
and His two companions, the two ang- 
eis, also in the form of men, accepting 
Abraham's hospitality and actually 
eating the food prepared by Abraham 
and Sarah, Consider that He also 
ate jn His immortal resurrection body 

Think of the breakfast He prepared 
for he disciples on the shore of Gall- 
Ice and also of eating and drinking 
with Him at His table in His king- 
dom, 

Do not omit to notice the water for 
their feet. Consider His reference 
to the omission of this by Simon 
(Luke vii, 44) and see Him attending 
to it Himself in John xili, Contrast 
Sarah's three measures of meal un- 
leavened (xviii, 6) with the woman's 
three measures of meal leavened of 
Matt. viii, 33. See the great saying 
of xviii, 14: 1s anything too hard for 
ihe Lord? And compare Jer, xxxii, 
7-27. 

In xviil, 22, see the Lord and Abra- 
ham alone together, while the two an- 
gels go on their way to Sodom to res- 
cue Lot, Hear Abraham pleading 
for Sodom and the Lord's assurance 
that if there were but ten righteous 
men in the city He would not destroy 
it.

1,—The postmaster is required to give notice by letter (returning the 
paper does not answer the law) when-a subscriber does not take his paper out 
of the office, and state the reason for its not being taken. A negleet to do 
this makes the postmaster responsible to the publisher for payment, 

2.—If any person orders his paper discontinued he must pay all arrear- 
ages, or the publisher may continue to send it until payment is made, and

The 
i ncreating value of cur Jands biought about by more in- 
crease in population, means that grain growing, never 
paying a very high profit per acre and always a chance 
crop, must be augmented by some other system of farming 
to return sure and reasonable profits on the capital invest- 
ed. Even though land was not increasing in value, the 
gradual shrinkage in grain yields, with,we must adrait, in- 
creasing trouble with weeds and drifting soil will force a 
change. Exclusive grain growing cannot continue. It 
m ust give way to either specialized farming or to mixed 
farming. Mixed farming, which would incorporate a sys- 
tem in which grain growing would still play a part seems 
the most feasible and natural course to follow.

Beef production in almost any part of the world is 
in @ peculiar position at the present time.

Millions that one or two years ago ate their 
share of roasted or boiled meat now do without it. Prices 
are high and while trust or butcher may be playing their 
part in buosting prices, the fact remains that we are short 
ot beet cattle on the farms,

In the production of finished beef under two years 
of age, breeding plays as important a part as feeding, The 
animals that are to be finished in this period must be no 
scrub stock, It such a system of breeding and feeding will

In short 
you will have to stable, feed and ¢ae 


for three milkers to obtain the sume 
results as from one dairy cow.”

REDUGING THE COST 


Mixed Farming Would Lower the Out 
lay on the Necessaries of Life 
The Canadian Farm in a recent ar! 
ticle makes a strong plea for mixed 
farming in the three Western prov- 
inces when it points out that the cost 


of living can be decreased by its | 
adoption, The article is in part as 
follows: 


“No country in the world should be 
able to produce better or cheaper 
meats than those grain-growing prov- 
inces. Poultry of all kinds do well 
and thrive on the waste of many farms 
where they are kept while milk and 
butter and cheese should be yielded in 
sufficient quantities to at least meet 
the local demands, Last year Man- 
itoba alone exported upwards of 4,000,- 
000 bushels of feed wheat besides a 
very large quantity of barley, while 
she imported more pork and mutton 
than she raised, and for months last 
winter Winnipeg imported milk from 
Minnesota, It is not because of diffi- 
culty in raising these products nor of 
the want of a good market for them 
that so few enter upon mixed farm- 
ing. Nor is there a fear that the soil 
would be injured by taking up these 
branches of agriculture. Hvidence 
from every hand points to the ease 
with which abundant yields are se- 
cured and meat-producing animals de- 
veloped. Last year the Canadian Con- 
servation Commission had surveys 
made of 40,000 acres of Manitoba 
lands, and learned from the most de- 
pendable sources that yields are go- 
ing back year by year, while weeds 
afre increasing at an alarming rate. 

Nor is the remedy hard to find and 
to employ. It lies in extending the, 
farming operations in the direction of | 
producing the several necessaries of 
life that are being imported in enor- 
mous quantities and so largely respon- 
sible for the high cost of living in the 
West. 

The happiest farmer and the most | 
contented, and really prosperous fam- 
fly, are those who find profitable em- | 
ployment six days a week the year!

CAPITAL IN INDUSTRIES 


Has Not Nearly Reached the Limit 
of its Productivity 


and 


Figures showing the relative pro- 
ductivity of capital employes in manu 
facturing in Canada and the United 
States make it very clear that 
Canadian industries are ag yet only in 
the early stages of development. In 
1900 the tota! capital employed in the 
United States in the manufacturing 
industry was estimated at $9,813,834,- 
$90. ‘he value of the total product 
was estimated at $13,000,149, 159, that 
{s, about 32 per cent. in .xcess of 
capitalization. In the case of Canada 
the total capital invested in the manu- 
facturing: industry in 1900 was 4446, 
916,487, and the total value of the 
product $481,058 or less than 8 
per cent. in excess ef capitalization, 
In 1910 the total value of capita! in- 
vested in the Canadian manufacturing 
Industry ‘vas $1,247,583,609, and the 
value of total product $1,165,575,639, 
@ total somewhat less than that of 
capitalization. This would seem to 
show that manufacturing capital pro- 
duces less in Canada than in the 
United States. As an offset to this, 
however, it must be remembered that 
the industry ir younger and less 
highly developed in Canada than tn 
the United States, and that much of 
the capital tvat has been recently in- 
yested in it has not reached its full 
earning capacity. The figures for 
1910 ‘in Caneda are particularly in:

J. 8.27 Dennis, Vice-president of 
the C. P. R. Co. speaking of the 
matters in dispute in the irrigation 
belt makes the following statement: 

‘‘There are always two sides to 
every question, and now that the 
side of the settlers has been so thor- 
oughly put forward in the press, 
possibly the public may be interest- 
ed in hearing something of the oth- 
er side, which are about as follows: 

Sixteen Hundred Contracts 


“In the western section of the Ir- 
rigation block, within which irriga- 
ble land has been sold by the com- 
pany, there are 1,630 contracts for 
the purchase of irrigable land, and 
the same number of agreements for 
the supplying of water for irrigation 

‘‘Two hundred and_ thirty-one 
settlers, supposed to be the holders 
of contracts for the purchase of irri- 
gable land and water agreements, 
filed complaints with the depart- 
ment of the interior relative to the 
basis of classification of the irriga- 
ble land. 

“Of the 231 settlers who filed 
complaints, 168 are not the owners 
of irrigabie land, seven are not the 
owners of land either irrigable or 
non-irrigable, and the number that 
was therefore entitled to file com- 
plaints is reduced to 206. No com- 
plaints have been filed with the de- 
partment by the remaining 1,424 
sholders of contracts for the purchase 


.of irrigable land or water agree- 


. ments, 


titled to and filed complaints with 
the government, as above mention- 
ed, 191 are in arrears in their land 
paym ents and water rental to, the 
company, these arrears extending 
;from one to five years. 


“When complaints first arose 
amo ngst the holders of contracts for 
the purchase of irrigable land, the 
company offered to undertake the 
re-classification, and to adjust the 
contract with the settler where it 
was shown that any improper class- 
ification had been made, and they 
have been carrying on this work for 
the past two years. 

‘‘Upon notification from the gov- 
ernment of the filing of 
the complaints, the company _inti- 
mated that they were willing that 
the department” should undertake 
the re-classificaiion of all the land 
in the western section of the irriga- 
tion biock, provided a basis of class- 
ification was agreed upon, so that 
there could be no dispute, and pro- 
vided that the department would ob 
tain an agreement from the settlers 
that they would abide by the re- 
Classification as completed by the 
government. 

“The settlers asked that the 
company should agree not to take 
any, steps to collect the in- 
stallments of land payments and 
water rental in arrears or those 
that might accrue during the pro- 
eess of re-classification. |The com- 
pany were not able to agree to do 
this because it would prejudice 
their legal position under the con- 
tracts entered into with each settler 
for the purchase of his land and 
the supply of water for its irrigation 
but pointed out that the fact of 
their having allowed payments on 
land and water rental to stand in 
arrears for from one to five years, 
as above mentioned, the fact that 
they had supplied settlers with 
seed, had supplied them with live 
stock and that the company’s suc- 
cess in the project was dependent 
upon the success of the farmer, 
was ample proof that no drastic 
steps would be taken to collect 
‘arrears until the re-classification 
was completed; and further, if 
additional proof was required, the 
the fact that in only two cases 
had legal proceedings been taken to 
collect arrears. 


Reolassification Agreed To 


‘The representative of the com- 
plaining settlers, and the depart- 
ment, were not prepared to agree to 
any of except

CZAR'S HEIR MAY GO TO EGYPT 


Council of Medical Men Believe That 
Sojourn There May Effect a Cure 
Berlin, Germany.—A St. Peters- 

burg dispatch to the Tageblatt states 
that a medical council, assembled at 
Tsarskoe Selo has recommended that 
the Czar's son should undergo a cure 
at Helouan, near Cairo.
